A REIGN OF TERROR AVERTED.

Arreat of Three Men on the Charge
of Attempting to Commit a
Cowardly Murder—More
Arrests Expected,

Another Dynamite Plot.

Cmoaao, July 17.—[Specinl Telegram o
Tue Bee,] —Anusrchy, it seems, s not by any
means dead in Chieago, A plot on the part
of sovern! anarchists thirsting to evenge the
death of Sples, Lingg tnd the othors, to take
the lives of Judges Gury and Grinnell, In-
spector Bonficld and others, besides coutein-
plating the destruetion of the board of trade
und other costly bulldings in the heart of the
elty, was nipped o the bud by the police to-
day. It was o neat bit of wark, which was
rendered possible only by the fact that one
of the plotters lovt cournge b unearly the last
moment before Vhe exceution of their dekigns,
and sought the wiviee of a frend, This
friend, borrifled gt the nows, hureriod to Lo
spector Bontiolld with his talo, sod (he pesull
whs tho wrroest thow wmorniong  of Franik
Hronok, Frank Chappek and Fran Chol-
bown, nod the suizure of w gquantity of dynu
mite aad propared hombs, whileh were to Le
tsod Ina vory short titne, ‘The three con-
gpirators aro all Bohomisus, and it is note-
worthy thst they are the fest of thut no
tonality to be wentified in woy mwanner with
anarchy. ‘The Idohowians of the better
clussos have ovor boon expor to express thoelre
opposition Wiy, and have aided the polige in
more ways than one, both voew and in the
past.

Hronek was an intimate friend of Louis
Lingg, the execouted bombmaker, and hos
sinee Lkt November ehorishod thotghts of
nvenging thoe desth of the “moriyrs,' Ho
finally Qecided 1o organize o fgrovpe,” sim-
slar o those of the days gove by, but much
more limited and bound to the strictost se-
ereey. Heo found able lioutenanta in the per-
gons of Chuppgle and Chelbown, and  their

1ot went nlong swimmmingly, several others
wing taken o, but not into il conthionce
Not comtent with dynaaite bombs and ro-
volvers, Hronek semed hhusell and. Lils two
coconspisitors with poleoncd daggors, the
sliglitest serntoh feom whivh would suflice to

July 4uh these three men prowled abont
Jiape Gleinnell's nse, satidying how it
ight best be attacked,  As they wero Loy
Ing tho vicinity they met the judgo foce ta
fuco and looked  at him in so “elous w
mnnoer that his nttention was atteaeted, and
Lo roported the matter to Inspoctor Bonfiel
tho next day, This aroused tho jat
suspicions of the police, nud a careful watoh
wis kot oover the houscs whore  attacks
mughit b feared,  Inapector Bouatleld worked
on e ease  for several doys  with-
Out  RRCLess, and probubly would
not have  learned  anythink deltulte
Yot haud it not beon for the fintheartedoess
of one of the trio, who, becoming consciones
siridicen at thie thonghtof the enormity of
the contenplated erlme, weat to g protinga

Wwlomlan friend and wnbosomed himself,
nslting for advice, As stated abhove, this gen-
tewan hurvied W Inspector Boudleld, who,
with thi= inportant ald, wos cnnbled th run
down the conspirators in S to prevent the
consnmition of their desizgns. Toe slory
of the captire of the men is told in an Intoe-
view with the inspoctor below,  To yout vor
respondent he said this evening :

“ludges Grinnell uod Gary were to be
Blown up by these fellows, sud that is all 1
will sy, Youway ndd, howaver, that we
havo been aware of this dinbolical plot for
roine time, and 1 think there will be another
whaolesale bungiug. ‘The explosion at tne

Everybody supposed that the trouble with
the revolutionury spivit wmong the asunreh-
ists had diod out snd no further trouble
wis antieipated, but a conspivacy has been
quiotly brewing among the friends of Spies,
Parsons nnd the rvest, and o dinbolical plot
was hatchod and bundreds of lives were to
tulien,  As stated abiove, Bonficld has been
gware of tho plots of the suarchists for somo
thne and has been quictly waiting until the
evidenee was completo.

Yestordny  afternoon Otcers Rohan,
Murtha, Milior, Nordrom pad Licutceoant
Filitott were ordorod to report at the eentral
statlon ou fmportant secret doty at 2 o'clock
this morming, At the appointed - hovr all
ware on haud, and Inspector Bonlleld met
the men and told them to see Lhat thoeir
woapons were in good condition.  Boufie'd
siul ut his desk while the men were ovior-
hauling tholr  revolvers, putting in now
curitidges in place of the old, so that overy
slhot would tell,  The inapector was busy

When he had
information thet the wholesnle murder was
intended hie intrusted several of his best
men with the ascret.

The vows of the plot. has ercated a groat
sonsation here, and the feeling tonight is
fnite . At the tine of the anarchist trou-
bles it was freely assertod that the frionds of
the mon wha were hangrad and sent to prison
for participation in the Haymarket tragedy
wonlld revenge themselves upon the ofticials
who were instrumental In securing tho con-
victon of Puarsons, Spies, et al, Dynamite
was to be used for this purpose, and it was
after these threats had been made that the
residences of Judge Gy, Stute's Attorney
Grintell and one or two others were guarded
doy und nilght by polleemen. After wwhile
the excitemint In some moensture subsid
and the gudrds nround the houses wore with.
deawn, and the peopie genernlly belinved
thut anarchyvfhind been erushied out,

Inapestor Bonleld to-meht told the story
of the plot pud the eapinre, He sald that the
fact thet s conspiracy existed came to him
from o Bohodndnn on the north  side, whosa
pame Le deelined to give,  “We lewrned the
whorenbouts of the men late Inst night and
ywrociraoyd warrnnts for tne  nerest of them,

fesides Laoutenant Elliott and tour of his
men, we hid two  other ofloses alonge who
spoke Bohomban,  The frst pluce wo visited
wits No. 2052 Farrell streot, where Hronok,
the ohief of the teio, Hved, We arrived thero
abiout 4 o'eloek I the morming aud concluded
not to entor, but to walt for devolopmoents,
The fellow eame out about ¥ o'clock and weo
arrested him without ditculty, he being
tnlten by surprise. His oname was John
Hronek and his age about thirty Wao
goarehod the pouso and fornd a small portion
of dynumite, Weooulso found over two dozien
bonnba, gbout four incties long, of cust lron.
Lisutonnn® Mabrney was then telophoned to
and areested Frank Chapek at Noo 498
Twontleth stroel,  Choapek's Louse was - not
gearched, Choebowian was then arrested by
our prety,  Toohis custoldy was found  elght
hall pouned preloaeed of dynumite  Inbaeled
vActnn No. 2. ond sonjo Lombs, the samoe
ns thoso found on Farrell steect. The pris-
oners will bo prosecuted  under section o4,
whicl provides o nacntence of from five to
twenty -ive yones for huving dynamite in un-
law ful possession.™

tuat prop from under the saloon interests in
this distrigk, The court grants o perpetual
injunction against tho building and  the sa-
loonists, und orders the sheriff o at onee
plose the galoons and sell the ixtures to meet
the costs.

Above
evervthing else be wants to clear the shkirts
of the hrotherhiosd from atl eomplicity in the
s of dynamite, and is willipg to sacrifive
wlmost everything to that end, 1 he ¢an not
ndjust mutters on the basis wontioned gbove

One of the interesting foatures of today's
diévelopments in Lhe nlleged dynsmite casoe
wis the elueldation of the real reason why
Bowles made his confession, The night be-
fore bl his conferonce with the Unitad
Stpves distriort attorney, he passed in the
s eell with  Hanereisen.

Wasiixarox, July 17.—The fourth annunl
report of the clvil service commission was
made public tosduy. A large part of the re-
port is devoted to wtles of an uninteresy
ing chnracter, Botwoen January 15,1850 and
January 15,1887, 15,552 porsons were ex
wmloed, 10, 546 afswhom successfully pussoed
The percontage of failure was thirty-four
ma'e, and eighteen fotnles, Of the sue-
cessfnl applionts 4,448 have received ap-
appointmients, The seport recommends an
extonsion of tho clussificd service to embrace
employes of the railwuy mail serviee, fleld
employes of the Indian and labor bureaus,
the Indian selwools, and graded clerks in the
quartormastor-generil's offee and war de-
partiment.  The report concludes with a
statoment of the practical effects of the civil
service aot and rules, The conditions exist-
ing in the civil service befors the approval of
thi wet, nnd the improvoment in tho service
under the low and rules are reviewed, and
objections to the Iaw stated and answered st
gome length, Among the parographs of the
report is the followlng:

“The elvil service et has been in foree
now over four years, purt of the timo under
one party and part under that of another.
